G.SoR. 398(E). — Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, was published, as required 
by sub-section (i) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 (37 of 1954), at pages 1 to 59 in the notification of Government of 
India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), 
number G. S. R. 37 (E) dated the 20 th January 2005, inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry 
of sixty days from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the said notification, were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said notification were made available 
to the public on 28 th January 2005; 

And whereas objections or suggestions received from the public 
within the specified period on the said draft rules have been considered by 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of 
the said Act, the Central Government, after consultation with the Central 
Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely:- 

:. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
( (Vth Amendment) Rules, 2006. 

(2) They shall come into force after six months from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), in rule 37B, - 


(a) in sub rule (1), - 
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(i) in clause (d), for the words “spray or roller dried”, the words 
“spray dried” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (f), at the end, the words “after opening use the 
contents within the period mentioned or the expiry date 
whichever is earlier”, shall be added; 

(iii) in clause (i), for the words “month and year before which it is 
to be consumed”, the words “ expiry date” shall be substituted. 

(iv) after clause (j), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(k) the specific name of the food additives, if permitted, shall 
be declared in addition to appropriate class names.”.
